Omaha, Au g . 17.—Retu rns from the 
state-wide primaries held in Nebraska 
Tu esday indicate a standpat v ictory 
for the Repu blicans and a wet v ictory 
in both parties so far as candidates 
are concerned, bu t a dry v ictory for 
the platform. Fu rther indications are 
that Metcalfe. W. J. Bry an's preferred 
man for the United States senate, is 
defeated at least 2 to 1. 
In the Repu blican ranks standpat­ 
ters hav e probably won in all national 
contests, bu t hav e lost the g ov ernor­ 
ship, which will probably g o to Al­ 
drich, insu rg ent. 
Norris, insu rg ent 
leader iu the attack on Cannon in the 
hou se, was u nopposed.

ceiv ed in su fficient nu mbers to base a 
resu lt. 
In the Democratic primaries

Shallenberg er for g ov ernor is 
ru nning ahead of Dahlman, bu t the 
latter made su rprising g ains in many 
districts and may ov ertake the leader 
when retu rns are all in.

Dr. Levan Is Alleged to Have Guaran­ 


teed “ Protection” to Dive Keepers, 


Which They Now Complain They 


Are Not Receiving, and Threatened 


Shake-Up Promises to Involve Men 


Higher Up in the City’s Affairs. 


Pittsbu rg , Au g . 17.—A g raft scandal 
riv alling the cou ncilmanic ex plosion 
was partly laid bare here when it be­ 
came known that Dr. G. Leonard Le­ 
v an, one of the best-known phy sicians 
of the north side, had been arrested 
and placed u nder $2,000 bail, charg ed 
with hav ing solicited bribes from the 
city div e keepers. 
The alleg ation is 
that Dr. Lev an secu red this money at 
the instig ation of certain police offi­ 
cials of Pittsbu rg , who were in tu rn to 
g iv e “protection.” The protection has 
not been forthcoming , and Mrs. Fran­ 
cis Foley makes affidav it that she g av e 
Dr. Lev an $1,000 at his requ est with 
which to “g rease the hands” of the 
men hig her u p in Pittsbu rg . 
The Foley woman, who has Pitts­ 
bu rg real estate worth $150,000, makes 
the assertion that ev ery div e keeper 
in Pittsbu rg is being held u p to the 
tu ne of $1,000 by those who claim to 
hav e influ ence with the present admin­ 
istration. She asserts that many were 
compelled to pay many times this 
amou nt and that abou t $500,000 had 
been paid ou t by the u nder-world at 
Pittsbu rg for a protection which the 
same u nder world does not seem to 
enjoy . 
The hearing of Dr. Lev an is sched­ 
u led for this afternoon before Alder­ 
man Fu g assi. The charg e now is ob­ 
taining money u nder false pretense, 
bu t Mrs. Foley ’s attorney say s she 
will prefer charg es of conspiracy with 
three Pittsbu rg city officials to hold 
u p the div es of Pittsbu rg . Two cou n- 
cilmen are among those now accu sed. 
Said Mrs. Foley : 
“I opened a div e and the police raid­ 
ed me. I opened ag ain and ag ain they 
raided me. Two day s later Dr. Lev an 
sent for me to come to his office, 
where he told me he cou ld ‘tix thing s’ 
for me. bu t the city officials wanted 
$1,000, for which they wou ld protect 
me. 
In the presence of certain peo­ 
ple I g av e the doctor eig ht $100 bills 
and the other $200 in fiv es. 
He went 
away , bu t the police continu ed to raid 
my hou se. T sent for Dr. Lev an, who 
in the presence of witnesses named 
the men to whom he paid my $1,000. 
I will hav e them arrested the same as 
I had the doctor cau g ht.” 
After the story was pu blished Dr. 
Lev an, on adv ice of cou nsel, declined 
to speak. 
He discu ssed the matter 
before it became pu blic, howev er, de­ 
claring that he wou ld not be the g oat. 


Spanish Ship Went Down. 
Gibraltar, Au g . 17.—Thirty -two of 
the passeng ers and sev en of the crew 
of the Spanish steamship Martos were 
drowned in the sinking of the ship off 
Tarif Point. The Martos was in col­ 
lision with the German steamer Elza 
in a dense fog . 
She fou ndered a few 
minu tes after being stru ck. 


Death Figures Growing. 
Tokio, Au g . 17.—The death list re­ 
su lting from the recent floods contin­ 
u es to climb, and reports coming from 
remote districts not prev iou sly heard 
from, it is believ ed the v ictims will be 
fou nd to nu mber more than 1,500 in 
all. 
Thou sau ds of the su rv iv ors aio 
facing starv ation. 


TERSE TEL EGRAMS 


Buried Under Tons of Cement. 
Og densbu rg , N. Y., Au g . 17.—Nine 
men were eng u lfed under 100 tons of 
cement and clay at the immense pow­ 
er dam being constructed at Massena.

Claimed Distinguished Old Man Just 


as He Arrived in Europe, Where He 


Had Expected to Find the Rest and 


Physical Relief He Longed For. 


Bremen, Au g . 17.—President Pedro 
Montt of Chile died here at 11:40 last 
nig ht from a recu rrence of heart fail­ 
u re du e to a recent attack of ang ina 
pectoris. 
President Montt sailed from New 
York on the Kaiser Wilhelm der 
Grosse on the morning of Tu esday , 
Au g . 9. 
May or Gav nor was on the 
Kaiser ready to start on his v acation, 
when James J. Gallag her shot him. 
President Montt and the may or had 
conv ersed g aily a fewr minu tes before 
Gallag hei* appeared. 
Montt was one 
of the first to su mmon medical aid. He 
called in Spanish to one 
of his aides 
to bring Dr. Montany a, the phy sician 
of the Chilean party . 
Not in g ood 
health himself, he was g reatly shocked 
by the attempt on May or Gay nor’s life. 
He asked earnestly that the may or he 
assu red of his sy mpathy and his best 
wishes. 
He had ex pected to remain 
in Eu rope a y ear to bu ild u p his 
health. 
Heart trou ble had worried 
him and he was weary from adminis­ 
trativ e labors. It was his Intention to 
take the waters at Bad Nau heim and 
trav el slowly abou t the continent g et­ 
ting as mu ch rest as possible. “I am 
tired.” he said, “1 want to rest." 
Pedro Montt was elected president 
of Chile to serv e u ntil 1911. His was 
one of the most disting u ished families 
of the cou ntry . His father, Don Man­ 
u el Montt. was a former president 
whose administration was firm and 
prog ressiv e. He was edu cated for the 
profession of law and beg an his career 
as statesman as a member of the low­ 
er hou se of the Chilean cong ress in 
18 68 , when he was only twenty -two. 
He became the Liberal leader of the 
lower hou se u ntil his election to the 
u pper chamber. Later he was a cou n­ 
cillor of state and Chilean minister at 
Washing ton. 


Taft Ex tends Sy mpathy . 
Bev erly , Mass.. Au g . 17.—Mr. Taft 
sent the following messag e to Madame 
Montt, wife of the president of Chile: 
“Mrs. Taft and I are g reatly shocked 
to hear of tne 
death of President 
Montt. 
You r welcome v isit to u s at 
Bev erly is still fresh in ou r memory . 
We ex tend to y ou ou r heartfelt sym­ 
p a th y in y ou r g reat sorrow, and we 
condole with Chile in the loss of her 
chief mag istrate and her g reat states­ 
man.” 


INDIANA DEATH RATE 


Report of the State Board of Health 


for Month of July. 
Indianapolis, Au g . 17.—Death’s fin­ 
g ers closed u pon a child u nder fiv e 
y ears of ag e in Indiana ev ery hoar 
du ring thn month of Ju ly and fou nd 
time to rob more cradles besides. Ju ly 
was a disastrou s month for the babies, 
according to the monthly report of the 
state board of health, which has ju st 
been compiled. 
The total nu mber of deaths of in­ 
fants u nder one y ear was 623, or 21.1 
per cent of all the deaths. Du ring the 
important period from the first to the 
fifth y ear 313 little liv es were blotted 
ou t. 
Fou r hu ndred and eig hty -three 
babies u nder fiv e paid their liv es as a 
sacrifice to the common su mmer ail­ 
ments, su ch as impu re milk, stu ffy 
rooms, tig ht clothing and ov erfeeding . 
This makes a total of 936, fiv e y ears 
old or u nder, who died in Ju ly . 
The death rate for Indiana was 12.3, 
with a total loss of 2,947 liv es. 


Banker Shot From Ambush. 
Bedford. Ind.. Au g . 17.—Philip Rock, 
an Italian banker and proprietor of a 
store at Oolitic, was the v ictim of an 
attempted 
mu rder near his home. 
Wou ld-be assassins hidden on either 
side of the roadway fired on the man 
from ambu sh, the shots taking effect 
in both arms. 
He had $5,506 in cu r­ 
rency on his fierson at the time. 
A 
search is being made for the assail­ 
ants, wrho hav e not been identified.

pire State, by a Vote of 20 to 15, 


Names Vice President Sherman as 


Tem porary Chairman of the Coming 


State Convention, Roosevelt Being 


Defeated Candidate for the Position. 


New York, Aug. IT.—The Republi­ 
can state committee at a meeting 
which was ostensibly called for the fix­ 
ing of the time and place of the Re­ 
publican state convention took advan­ 
tage of the chance to turn down Roose­ 
velt’s pretension at directing the poli­ 
cies of the Republican party in this 
state in the coming campaign. 
The old guard of the machine organ­ 
ization headed by such men as Chair­ 
man Woodruff, of the state committee, 
William Barnes. Jr., of Albany, Fran­ 
cis Hendricks, of Syracuse, and Speak­ 
er Wadsworth, decided at a meeting 
between themselves to force the fight 
at once between Roosevelt and Chair­ 
man Griscom of the Republican county 
committee, who represent what the} 
call the progressive element in the Re­ 
publican party in this state and the 
old time organization state leaders. 
They carried through their program 
on a vote taken at the meeting of the 
committee on the choice of a tempor­ 
ary chairman of the state convention 
to be held in Saratoga the date of 
which, Incidentally, was fixed for Sep­ 
tember 27, Vice-President Sherman 
being selected as the temporary chair­ 
man by a vote of 20 to 13 for Roose­ 
velt. 
After the meeting Lloyd C. Griscom, 
chairman of 
the New York county 
committee, said that it was entirely 
with the knowedge of Roosevelt that 
he had introduced the name of the 
colonel. 
He said that he had talked 
over the matter of Mr. Roosevelt be 
ing me temporary presiding officer of 
the convention during his conference 
Monday at O y ster Bay. 
He said that 
the colonel desired an opportunity to 
present his views on the Republican 
issues in this state to the convention, 
and that he rather liked the idea of 
having a chance to do so from the 
platform of the convention. 
Mr. Gris­ 
com said that the action taken by the 
committee would amount to very little 
anyway, because Roosevelt would be a 
delegate to the convention and would 
make a speech from the floor and that 
Mr. Roosevelt would be able to speak 
with greater freedom as a delegate 
than as the temporary chairman. 
Griscom frankly told Mr. Woodruff 
that the fight would be taken to the 
convention and that Roosevelt’s name 
would be presented to the convention 
as the temporary chairman. It can be 
stated that Mr. Griscom and those who 
are with him and with Mr. Roosevelt 
do not think that the Woodruff-Barnes- 
W adsworth faction will control the 
convention. 
They pointed out that 
many of the leaders who voted for 
Sherman, although professing to be 
able to control their delegates, would 
not be able to vote delegations as a 
unit on any proposition that aimed at 
the humiliation of Mr. Roosevelt, The 
statement can also be made authori­ 
tatively that Mr. Roosevelt is not only 
going to the convention and to have 
a big say there on the party affairs 
of the state, but that he intends to 
have a large voice in the selection of 
the candidate for governor. 
Mr. Griscom said that he was sure 
that President Taft had no knowledge 
that Sherman was to be placed in op­ 
position against Mr. Roosevelt. 
He 
insisted that Mr. Taft and Mr. Roose­ 
velt had views as to the policy which 
should be adopted in this state in the 
coming campaign which were en tire ly 
harmonious. 
“Then,” it Was suggested to Mr. 
Griscom, “the only issue here today 
was Roosevelt?’’ 
“It would seem so,” admitted Mr. 
Griscom. 
Just what course Mr. Roosevelt will 
pursue in the fight for control of the 
convention is hot clear. There is little 
doubt, though, that he will attend as a 
delegate from Nassau county, provid­ 
ed, of course, he is named at the pri­ 
mary. There were those in town who 
Intimated that there might be another 
scrap to prevent the colonel from eyen 
getting inside the hall, but the cooler 
heads did not put much stock in that. 
The colonel when approached on the 
subject, issued the following state­ 
ment: 
“To the various persons who 
asked me whether I would accept the 
position of temporary chairman of the 
state convention I said that I would do 
so only if they were sure after know­ 
ing my attitude, that they desired me, 
because my speech would be of such a 
character that it might help if the con­ 
vention nominated the right kind of 
man on a clean-cut progressive plat­ 
form—but that it would hurt if neither 
the right kind of a man were nominat­ 
ed nor the right kind of a platform 
adopted.” 
Further than that the col­ 
onel had nothing to say. 


New York state Republican committee 
just as he parted with Senator Crane 
of Massachusetts, who came over from 
Dalton for a two-hour chat about pol­ 
itical conditions and about the con­ 
templated reorganization of the Re­ 
publican party. Secretary Norton, who 
was present at this meeting, took the 
word of the Roosevelt defeat to the 
president and shortly thereafter Taft 
and Norton started out on a long mo­ 
tor ride. 
The executive offices had 
nothing at all to say when told of the 
setback to the colonel. Secretary Nor­ 
ton allowed himself to smile Just a 
little, hut that was alf. 
f 
In 
other quarters, 
however, 
the 
news caused a profound sensation. 
The statement of the colonel practical­ 
ly placing him in the ranks of the in­ 
surgents caused a stir only second to 
that created by the announcement of 
the reorganization plans of Crane and 
Mr. Norton. 
That statement may put 
the plans upon the shelf. The scheme 
of reorganization is likely to remain 
In abeyance for a time. 
While the 
new leaders are not likely to admit 
that this “declaration” by the colonel 
will be a death blow to their attempt 
to reform the Republican party, they 
surely are not expected to go ahead 
with their plans until the full meaning 
of that declaration can be ascertained. 
The reorganization is still on the car­ 
pet, but the new leaders may sing in 
a more minor key. 


Lends Color to It.

Ballinger has sent word to Beverly 
that he will resign any time he is ask­ 
ed to do so by the president, but not 
until then. 
This is the burden of a 
report that is current here. 
This re­

soiling the hands of the president has 
come to grief. Secretary Ballinger, it 
is said, flatly refuses to be put out of 
the way by anybody but the president, 
contending that it would be foolish to 
resign as long as he enjoys the con­ 
fidence of the president.

“In the case of the tariff a.id the 
river and harbor legislation, what is 
needed in each case is ample provision 
for a commission of the highest possi­ 
ble grade, composed of men who thor­ 
oughly know the subject and who pos­ 
sess every attribute required for » lie 
performance of the great and difficult 
task of framing in outline the legisla­ 
tion that the country, as distinguished 
from special interests, really needs. 
These men, from the very nature of 
the case, will be wholly free from the 
local pressure of special interests so 
keenly felt by every man who is depen­ 
dent upon the vote of a particular dis­ 
trict every two years for his contin­ 
uance in public life. 
“Such a tariff commission could ge t 
a t the fa c ts of la bor c os t he re a nd 
a broa d by e x pe rt inquiry , a nd not by 
the 
a c c e pta nc e 
of 
inte re s te d te s ti­ 
mony ; such a commission could con­ 
sider dispassionately the probable 
feet upon the entire social and econ­ 
omic body of all changes in any given 
branch of the tariff, and its recom­ 
mendations would represent the exer­ 
cise of careful judgment from a disin­ 
terested standpoint. 
“Suc h a c ommis s ion c ould work in 
ha rmony w ith the c ommis s ione r of la ­ 
bor, s o a s to Ins ure tha t the la bore rs 
for whom the ta riff is pa s s e d ge t the 
full be ne fit of it; 
for the m a jor pa rt 
of the be ne fit of 
a 
prote c tiv e 
ta riff 
s hould unque s tiona bly go to the wa ge ­ 
work e rs . 
“Even under such conditions of tar­ 
iff-making errors might be committed, 
but they would be merely those errors 
of disinterested judgment incidental 
to every kind of public or, for that 
matter, private effort, and the work 
would not be hampered from the be­ 
ginning by the need of gratifying pri­ 
vate selfishness. 
“It is only in this way that tariff 
legislation, river and harbor legisla 
tion, and pension legislation can be 
treated from the standpoint of princi­ 
ple and not from the very low stand­ 
point of privilege. 
“As soon as business becomes at all 
complex—and nothing can he more 
complex than the business of a nation 
of a hundred million people—it can 
only be performed by delegating to ex­ 
perts the duty of dealing with all that 
can be properly delegated. 
“ It ic only by s uc h de le ga tion tha t it 
is pos s ible to s e c ure the prope r c on­ 
s ide ra tion of the e x c e e dingly impor­ 
ta nt bus ine s s whic h c a n not prope rly 
be de le ga te d. 
"It no more represents abdication of 
power on the part of congress to ap­ 
point a first class tariff commission 
than it represents abdication of power 
on the part of the president to appoint 
a first-class country life or conserva­ 
tion commission, or than it represents 
abdication of power on the part of vo­ 
ters to elect as governor a man to 
whom they give all possible power to 
do his work well.”
